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FOREWORD 


This document contains the history of the 45th Air 
Division, Eighth Air Force, for the period 1 July 1962, 
through 31 July 1962, and consists of a narrative report 
with supporting documents of the activities of the 45th 


Air Division, a dispersed air division within the Strategic 


Air Command. 
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CHAPTER I 


MISSION AND ORGANIZATION 

The primary mission of the 45th Air Division is to determine, 
through frequent staff visits, the state of combat readiness of 
each tactical unit. In addition, the 45th Air Division commander 
is a direct representative of the Eighth Air Force commander. Dur- 
ing staff visits to assigned units, the division commander ascer- 
tains the competency of his commanders and assures that they 
possess, understand and follow command policies of Strategic 
Air Command. The organization of the 45th Air Division is com- 
posed of the 42d Bombardment Wing, Loring Air Force Base, Maine; 
4081st Strategic Wing, Ernest Harmon Air Force Base, Newfoundland; 
4082d Strategic Wing, Goose Air Base, Labrador and Detachment 1, 
4082d Strategic Wing, Sondrestrom, Greenland. (U) 

Accomplishing their mission, the commander and staff of the 
45th Air Division conducted staff visits and/or provided assistance 


to subordinate units between 1 and 31 July 1962. (VU) 


Change in Command 


Department of the Air Force Special Order AA-1341, dated 


9 July 1962, directed Brig. Gen. John C. Meyer, Commander, 45th 


Air Division, as the new Deputy Director of Plans at Headquarters 


Strategic Air Command, and Brig. Gen. William E. Creer, Commander 
72d Bombardment Wing (H) to the post of 45th Air Division comn- 
ak (U) 

Col. William H. Reddell, 42d Bombardment Wing commander, oper- 
ated as temperorary commander of the 45th Air Division, effective 
18 July 1962, until such time as General Creer arrived. As of

this writing, no changes in policy have been made. (VU) 


4137th Strategic Wing Units at Loring 

In early June 1962, Eighth Air Force informed the 4137th 
Strategic Wing, Robins Air Force Base, Georgia, that Headquarters 
Strategic Air Command had conditionally approved the plan of the 
342d Bombardment Squadron's going to Loring Air Force Base, Maine 
for a period of 90 days, beginning 17 September ieee This re- 
location of all units of the strategic wing was necessary while 
runways at Robins undergo repair. Eighth Air Force further re- 
quested that representatives from the 4137th Strategic Wing, 
4050th Air Refueling Wing and the 42d Bombardment Wing attend 
a conference scheduled for mid-July uae (S) 

Later in June, Eighth Air Force tentively approved the move 


of the strategic wing, pending final approval from Strategic Air 


Command. This move also entailed the 912th Air Refueling Squadron's

Eighth Air Force Tanker Program 

Eighth Air Force, in July, suggested a plan to Headquarters 
Strategic Air Command which would effect air refueling operations 
at aaa At the time of the plan proposed by Eighth Air Force, 
the 380th Air Refueling Squadron was scheduled to be de-activated 
in June 1965, and the 26th Air Refueling Squadron reorganized to 
a KC-135 unit in March ae. Eighth Air Force didn't agree with 
this, since efforts should be made to keep unit number desig- 
nators aligned on a long-term basis. What Eighth Air Force rec- 
ommended was that the 26th Air Refueling Squadron be de-activated 
and the 380th be reorganized to a KC-135 facility. Additionally, 
a suggestion was made regarding improved over-all tanker utilization. 
Instead of moving five each KC-135s from Loring and Griffiss Air 
Force Bases to Kincheloe Air Force Base, Mich. in September 1963, 
Eighth Air Force suggested moving 10 aircraft from Bunker Hill 


Air Force Base and five from Loring and Griffiss to Dow Air Force 


Base. Eighth felt that this sort of movement of aircraft, especially

Loring as a TAC EWP/CASF Staging Base 
Headquarters Tactical Air Command, although highly im- 
pressed with the facilities at Loring and the courtesy of per- 
sonnel connected with the 45th Air Division, decided that, due 
to the over-all Strategic Air Command mission of Loring and the 
geographical location of the base, it was not suitable as a TAC 
EWP/CASF staging base. In lieu of Loring, Tactical Air Command

Harmon Air Force Base Evaluation 

Representatives of the Ist Combat Evaluation Group (SAC) 
visited Ernest Harmon Air Force Base, Newfoundland during 9 July 
through 20 July 1962 for the purpose of evaluating crews of the 
376th Air Refueling Squadron and the 4081st Combat Support Group. (U) 

Over-all results of the evaluation were that the 376th Air 
Refueling Squadron was rated as 100 per cent and the 408lst Combat 
Support Group as 92.3 per cent. General opinion of the evaluators 
was that the primary reason for the 376th's = score was its

Goose Air Base Evaluation 

The 4082d Strategic Wing, Goose Air Base, Labrador, was 
given a non-tactical evaluation by members of the 1st Combat 
Evaluation Group (SAC) during the period 9 July through 13 
July ee A total of 14 crew members were flight evaluated. 
One C-47 pilot was rated Unqualified, and three other crew 
members were rated as conditionally qualified. Over-all status

Annual Facilities Inspection 

Facilities at Loring were inspected by the Eighth Air 
Force staff on 25 July 1962, as part of the Annual Facilities 
Inspection program. Of 93 areas inspected, approximately 95 
per cent were rated satisfactory or above and the remaining 5 
per cent were eeu (U) 

Marginal areas included alert force facilities, bachelor 

officers' quarters (BOQ), visiting airmen's quarters (VAQ), and 
the education center. The alert facility (Building 6000) was 
given a marginal rating due to the over-all appearance of that 
facility. General condition of the building was rated as fair, 
even though work was being done on the structure at the time of 
the inspection. The facility gave the appearance to the inspec- 
tion team that it was unprepared for inspection. The BOQ was 
rated marginal, due to sparce furnishings in the individiual 
rooms and the condition of furnishings that were installed. 
The VAQ and VNCOQ were in very poor condition. The inspection 
team recommended that action be taken immediately to bring 
this facility up to Eighth Air Force ee (U) 

The education office received a marginal rating due to 


the location and condition of the building. This has been 


a subject of special interest in other inspections, both by

Eighth Air Force and the 45th Air Division. Personnel assigned 
to the facility have done what they can to improve their surr- 
oundings, but the building itself is old and beyond the "self- 
help" stage. It has been noted on previous inspections by 
Eighth Air Force that the building's location is not condusive 

to higher degrees of learning. The building is located between 
the base steam plant and the civil engineers section. At present, 
a project is underway to relocate the education office to building 
6000. This will give the facility a modern and up-to-date app- 
earance. Outstanding areas of note were the command post 

and the base communications section, thought to be the most

CHAPTER II 


STAFF VISITS 

During July, the 45th Air Division staff conducted a 
follow-up inspection of the 42d Bombardment Wing at Loring. 
This inspection was a follow-up to the Operational Readiness 
Inspection conducted by Eighth Air Force in March and April 
1962. (U) 

Additionally, during July, the division conducted a 
Golden Hour Tango exercise which involved the 42d Bombardment 
Wing. The exercise was initiated by a message from the Eighth 


Air Force command post on 7 July 1962. (U) 


Loring AFB Follow-Up Inspection 
Eleven members of the division staff, two officers 
from Eighth Air Force and one from the 4O081st Combat Support 
Group at Harmon Air Force Base, comprised the team that 
inspected Loring's facilities during 5 - 11 July ors (U) 
Most discrepancies noted in the basic document (Oper- 
ational Readiness and General Inspection, 45th Air Division and

exceptions and these discrepancies that were not corrected 
were forecasted to be remedied by 1 January 1963. The 
reason for the advanced date was so that the renovation of 
the alert force building could be completed. This was the 
area in which most of the discrepancies were ‘icin (U) 

Some discrepancies noted in areas of manning could not 
be corrected locally. Changes were needed in manning doc- 
uments, and this could only be accomplished by higher head- 
Ty (U) 

A case in point is the alert management division. The 
initial inspection report rated the facility as satisfactory, 
but indicated that additional personnel were needed to provide 
continuous supervision at both facilities. The division found 
that the facility is functioning with only two officers. The 
division also found that, due to a low crew inventory, a def- 
inite date for the correction of this discrepancy was uncertain. (U) 

The IG team considered the appearance of the facilities 
of the 42d Air Refueling Squadron as sub-standard. The 42d 


Bombardment Wing, in their indorsement to the basic letter, 


stated that action was taken to remedy the situation. The

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division staff found, however, that the facilities were 
still in a sub-standard condition. At the time of the visit, 
civil engineers were in the process of repairing the build- 
ing and a work order for painting had been submitted. When 
the painting would be actually completed was contingent 
upon funds received from higher headquarters. A tentative 
date of 16 August 1962 was given the i Ag (0) 

In the Analysis and Training Branch, rated excellent 
by the IG team, it was suggested that more potential was 
possible if highly qualified junior non-commissioned officers 
(staff sergeants) were utilized, providing they had 7 level 
AFSC's. Wing concurred with this point, however, due to the 
facilities manning situation, this proposal was not feasible. 
Division found that the situation had not changed and staff 
sergeants were still not being utilized, but they would be as 
soon as the manning problem was solved with the help of higher 
tinailnaa teaaae (U) 

Remaining discrepancies were of a nature which were either 
in or near completion. (U) 


The materiel staff inspected materiel areas in more detail 


and found the majority of the areas to be in a satisfactory

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condition, with two facilities rated excellent (Transpor- 

tation Squadron and base procurement office) and one un-

The fire truck maintenance section was found to be 
unsatisfactory during the ORI in April and the division 
materiel staff found the same prevailing conditions in July. 
In addition to discrepancies noted during the ORI, a few 
additional ones were found by the staff. For example; non- 
compliance with AFM 67-1, in that the maintenance of bench 
stocks was not in accordance with directives and parts were

the 408lst Strategic Wing, Harmon Air Force Base, Newfound- 
land, in order to evaluate the wing's standardization pro- 
gram.

the required staff agencies. Eighth Air Force recommended that 
a more positive method be devised so that this function was 
in compliance with SACM 51-4. The 408lst Strategic Wing, 
in their reply to Eighth Air ens stated that a specific 
officer and an assistant had been designated to monitor 
routing of the check forms. All agencies concerned had 
been briefed on the importance of the time requirements 
and, if a situation should arise where the forms would 
be delayed, they woiild be hand-carried in order to process 
them within the specified amount of time. Besides monitor- 
ing the program, the two officers designated would also 
check the forms in order to insure that they were filled 
out correctly. (U) 
In order to correct discrepancies in the area of grad- 
ing checks noted by Eighth Air Force personnel, the 4081st 
Strategic Wing initiated a program of three classes in which 
grading techniques in accordance with SACM 51-4 were stressed. (U) 
Even though a few discrepancies were found in the main- 
tenance of forms in the standardization function, Eighth Air 


Force team did not feel that this was of a sufficient scope 


to detract from an otherwise very aggressive program. (U)

To correct the deficiencies noted in the area of emer- 
gency procedure training, the wing initiated training classes, 
in addition to self-study, which would be conducted three 
times per week. Of a total of 101 crew members, 37 were 
considered Highly Qualified, 37 Qualified, 11 Conditionaly 
Qualified and 16 Unqualified. (U) 

The standardization program of the 408l1st Combat Support 
Group was also checked and found to be satisfactory. However, 
there were two recurring discrepancies noted by Eighth Air 
Force in its last standardization staff visit in August 1961. 
These two areas were that there were still inadequate office 
facilities for the standardization division and that quali- 
fication flight checks and evaluation action was not being 


taken within the prescribed time limits. (U) 


Loring Golden Hour Tango 
A Goldén Hour Tango exercise was conducted 7 July 1962 
by the 45th Air Division against the 42d Bombardment Wing. 
The exercise was initiated from the Eighth Air Force command 
post at 0500 hours and was terminated at 1100 hours. The 
final scoring was 10,837 points out of a possible 11,570

for a total percentage of 93.6 per cent. (U)

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It was felt that over-all the wing did very well, but 
there were a few areas where individual units needed improve- 
ment. For example; the base supply delivery section had 
seven vehicles, but not one of them was equipped with radio. 
The division recommended that, in the future, at least two 
vehicles be equipped with reliable two-way communications. (U) 

One area that the division staff felt needed vast im- 
provement was the pyramid alerting system. Quite a few of 
the various maintenance facilities did not function immediate- 
ly, due to a large delay in the amount of time it took to 
notify all personnel. In one instance, the senior controller 
in Job Control, after he was notified of the alert, turned 
around and checked with the command post to verify the alert. 


This type action took up valuable time which could have been 


spent otherwise. (U)
